Facts obtained by military experts 
show that the first guns that fired 
upon Paris on March 23, last num­ 
bered three. They were installed near 
Mont-Joie, in the forest of Saint Go- 
bain. Two were on the same railroad 
spur leading out of Caon while the 
third was a little further east in the 
vicinity of Crepy. 
According to the latest information 
the guns wert* pointed at an angle 
of more than 65 degrees, a charge of
